Plans for the new library are 


now being reviewed by the state 


division of schoolhouse planning. 
The bidding for the building 


| will’ begin sometime in May, and 


the actual work will-begin in June. 
The building should be completed 
in less than a year. 

The area of the library will be 
25,000 square feet, and the main 
reading room will seat 225 students. 
The reference room will accom- 
modate 76 students, and the fiction 
browsing room will have room for 
26 students. 

The plans also include a typing 
area in a soundproof room and 
conference rooms for private stu- 
dent discussions. There will be 10 
faculty offices besides a private li- 
brary room for faculty members. 
The audio-visual department will 
include a room for faculty mem- 
bers to review films and a room in 
which to repair films.

The recent appointment of Rich- 
ard Voris as head coach of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia marks another 
step in the meteoric rise of one of 
the most promising young coaches 
in the profession. 

Veris coached Hartnell to two 
undefeated seasons and a trip to 
the Junior Rose bowl After a per- 
fect season in 1953 he left Salinas 
to take over as line coach for the 
Los Angeles Rams. From the Rams, 
Voris: went to West Point where he 
served as line coach.
